In  .1  unc  tin'  Ministry  ol  Food  handed  ovei  to  laical  Authorities  the  whole 
scheme  for  the  distribution  loeally  of  welfare  foods,  i.r..  dried  milk,  orange 
juice,  cod  liver  oil  and  vitamin  tablets.  The  existing  scheme  of  voluntary 
workers  was  taken  over  almost  entirely  and  is  functioning  very  smoothly. 

I think  appreciation  should  lie  recorded  of  the  work  of  the  voluntary 
helpers  who  distribute  the  welfare  foods  in  the  various  centres;  not  only  do 
they  give  up  some  storage  space  in  their  homes,  they  have  members  of  the 
public  calling  on  them  for  the  foods,  sometimes  at  very  inconvenient  times, 
and  all  quite  voluntarily.  They  are  deserving  of  our  thanks.

The  total  number  of  children  examined  during  the  year  was  1.750.  of 
these  1.052  were  systematic  examinations  and  008  were  re-inspections  of 
children  previously  found  to  have  some  defect. 

The  number  of  children  inspected  at  systematic  examinations,  who  were 
notified  to  parents  as  requiring  treatment  (excluding  uncleanliness  and  dental 
decay)  was  21 8 (22.7%)  i.r..  over  one-fifth  of  the  children  examined  were 
found  to  have  some  defect.  The  defects  are  for  the  most  part  of  a minor 
and  remediable  nature.  8 children  (.833%)  were  considered  to  have  condi- 
tions where  complete  cure  and  restoration  of  normal  functions  was  not 
expected,  though  some  improvement  was  considered  possible.

Diseases  of  the  Dye. 

Errors  in  Refraction — Of  the  children  due  for  visual  acuity  teste  (2nd. 
3rd  and  4th  age  groups,  and  children  horn  in  1946)  17  were  found  to  have  fair 
vision  (1.7%)  and  4 to  have  bad  vision  (.4%). 


External  Eye  Diseases. 

4 cases  of  blepharitis  were  discovered  and  treated.  15  children  were 
found  to  have  strabismus. 


Diseases  of  the.  Ear. 

Four  cases  of  aural  discharge  were  found  and  referred  to  the  Ear.  Nose 
and  Throat  Specialist.  One  child  was  found  to  have  defective  hearing,  of 
mild  degree,  not  requiring  any  special  educational  measures. 

Speech  Defects. 

In  July,  1953,  Miss  Hutcheon  was  appointed  speech  therapist  to  serve 
the  Counties  of  Roxburgh,  Selkirk  and  Berwick.  She  has  since  made  a 
survey  of  the  children  attending  Berwickshire  schools,  and  reports  that  305 
of  them  have  speech  defects  requiring  special  educational  measures. 


Organic  Heart  Disease. 

A single  case  of  congential  cardiac  malformation  was  discovered  and 
referred  through  the  paediatrician  to  the  Congenital  Heart  Clinic  in  Edinburgh. 


Deformities. 

186  children  (19.3%)  were  found  to  have  some  deformity,  the  vast 
majority  having  a minor,  remediable  deformity,  such  as  knock  knees,  flat 
feet  and  poor  posture. 

These  children  were  referred  to  the  Orthopaedic  department  for  corrective 
treatment.
